To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Pamborough  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  to  you  for 
the  year  1957 • 

The  population  of  the  district  is  now  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  to  be  31, 450 > an  increase  of  1,820  which  is  the 
largest  increase  since  1949*  Since  that  year  the  population  has 
increased  by  4>920. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  continues  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  the  birth  and  death  rates  compare  favoxarably 
with  the  National  averages. 

With  the  exception  of  Measles,  notifications  of  diseases 
were  very  low  indeed.  Only  37  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  3 of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia,  and  2 of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the 
whole  of  the  year. 

The  figure  for  Whooping  Cough  was  again  lower  than  the 
preceeding  years,  which  would  indicate  that  the  use  of  a vaccine 
which  gives  protection  against  Whooping  Cough  as  well  as  Diphtheria 
is  beginning  to  have  an  effect  on  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified,  603,  was  not  as 
high  as  in  1955 > when  669  cases  were  notified.  Measles,  of  course, 
occurs  in  a well  recognised  cycle  of  epidemics  every  other  year, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  1958  will  compare  favourably  with  1956, 
when  only  32  cases  of  Measles  were  notified. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  work  in  connection  with 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough,  the  introduction 
of  a new  scheme  for  vaccinating  children  against  Poliomyelitis  has 
greatly  increased  the  clerical  work  in  the  Department. 

The  actual  number  of  children  vaccinated  was,  of  course, 
comparatively  small,  due  to  the  limited  availability  of  the  vaccine, 
but  as  production  and  importation  increase  the  amount  of  work 
involved  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

I wish  to  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  Snowden,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
good  help  and  willingness  during  the  year,  and  to  the  Committee  for 
their  kind  interest  and  advice.

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  eight, 
in  addition  to  which  sixteen  cases  were  transferred  into  the  district. 
These  cases  numbered  eleven  males  and  thirteen  females.  Two  cases 
were  removed  from  the  register  and  the  total  number  remaining  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  seventy  eight.  This  figure 
comprised  one  hundred  and  fifty  four  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
(ninety  eight  male  and  fifty  six  female),  and  twenty  fovir  cases  of 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (eight  male  and  sixteen  female).

To  the  Chainnan  and  Members  of  the 
Pamhorough  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
1957>  and  my  eighteenth  as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

It  was  another  year  of  intense  activity,  with  more  new 
legislation  affecting  the  Department.  The  passing  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  represented  a determined  attempt  to  clean  the  air  we  breathe, 
the  most  important  since  the  passing  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 
The  responsibility  is  now  passed  to  Local  Authorities.  The  Rent 
Act  is  another  measure  which  I think  is  bound  to  have  a considerable 
effect  on  housing  standards  and  upon  our  work,  and  represents  a more 
realistic  approach  to  this  difficult  duty. 

There  were  no  changes  in  staff,  but  with  the  rapid 
development  of  the  area  and  increase  in  duties  it  was  not  possible 
to  clear  the  arrears  of  work  which  had  accumulated  during  staff 
vacancies  of  previous  years.  We  have  dealt  with  urgent  and  day- 
to-day  work,  but  factories,  shops,  work  places  and  similar  premises 
have  not  been  given  the  attention  they  require. 

It  was  another  satisfactory  year  in  the  Public  Cleansing 
and  Salvage  section  of  the  Department.  Both  in  the  amount  of 
materials  salvaged  and  income  received,  it  was  an  all  time  record. 
Notwithstanding  the  rapid  development  of  the  area  and  constant 
rising  costs,  oxir  final  costs  were  lower  than  those  in  either  of 
the  previous  two  years. 

Captain  L.G.  Lawrance,  R.A.M.C.,  completed  his  year  of 
training  in  the  Department,  and  was  successful  in  passing  the 
qualifying  examination  as  a Public  Health  Inspector. 

I appreciate  the  interest  and  support  I have  received 
from  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Walmsley,  and 
the  help  given  to  me  by  my  fellow  officers. 

The  staff  and  work  people  in  the  Department  gave  loyal 
and  efficient  service  and  I thank  them  all.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by 
the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company,  and  close  liaison  is  maintained 
between  the  officers  of  the  Company  and  the  Public  Health 
Department  o 

Soiirces  of  Supply. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations  at  Primley, 
Itchel,  Greywell,  Lasham  and  Beenham' s Heath  near  Wokingham. 

The  Primley  water  is  collected  from  springs  in  the 
Beigshot  sands,  and  at  Itchel,  Grey  well,  Lasham  and  Beenham' s 
Heath  it  is  pumped  from  deep  wells  in  chalk. 

Treatment . 


The  Primley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains  per 
gallon  and  is  subjected  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sedimentation 
and  filtration,  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  water  from  the  various  chalk  wells  serving  the  area 
varies  in  hardness  from  l6,5  to  21  grains/gallon  and  softening  is 
carried  out  at  the  sources  in  order  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  the 
statutory  limit  of  12  grains/gallon.  Regular  sampling  by  the 
Department  showed  that  this  standard  was  maintained. 

The  water  from  all  sources  is  practically  sterile  in  the 
raw  state,  before  treatment,  but  is  given  a precautionary  dose  of 
chlorine  during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in  conformity 
with  modem  waterworks  practice. 

Purity  of  Supply. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by 
the  Company  before  and  after  treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply. 
They  are  examined  chemiosilly  and  bacteriologically  by  the  Company' 
resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists  and,  in  addition,  samples 
are  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
independent  examination  and  report  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  'all  treated  waters 
have  shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial 
purity. 

Conditions  of  supply  generally. 

A supply  to  all  premises  connected  within  the  Urban 
District  is  constant  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  mains  to  the 
house  taps.  Adequate  supplies  were  at  all  times  available 
without  restriction. 

Although  formerly  many  houses  in  Pamborough  obtained 
their  domestic  water  supply  from  shallow  wells,  only  four  now  do 
so,  and  three  of  these  are  included  in  the  Unfit  Housing  Programme 

I eun  obliged  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  for  information  supplied  for  this  section  of  the 
report . 
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2.  DRAINAGE  AKD  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district,  one 
situated  in  South  Pamhorough  and  the  other  at  Cove. 

A scheme  for  the  construction  of  the  first  stage  of  the 
extension  of  Cove  Sewage  Works  has  been  prepared  by  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  and  the  work  will  be  commenced  during  1958.  It  is 
proposed  to  prepare  the  second  stage  so  that  extension  will  be  a 
continuous  operation. 

A new  pumping  station  has  been  completed  at  Cove  Sewage 
Works  to  replace  the  station  at  Cove  bridge,  which  had  become 
inadequate.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  improve  the  pumping 
station  at  Water  Lane  during  1958* 

It  is  unfortunate  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
provide  main  drainage  to  the  part  of  Hawley  added  to  the  Urban 
District  some  years  ago.  Even  v/ith  the  free  cesspool  emptying 
service,  the  water  level  of  much  of  the  ground  is  so  high  that 
septic  tanks  will  not  function,  and  the  existing  cesspools  soon 
become  filled  with  ground  water,  and  overflow  into  ditches  and 
watercourses  is  difficult  to  prevent.  Furthermore,  the  building 
of  new  houses  in  that  area,  each  with  its  cesspool,  means 
additional  cesspools  to  be  emptied  by  the  Council. 

Apart  from  this  unsewered  part  of  the  area,  only  forty 
properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  These  are 
outside  the  statutory  distance,  or  the  levels  do  not  permit  them 
to  be  connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

It  became  possible  to  connect  to  the  main  sewer  one  house. 
North  Lodge,  Hawley  Lane,  formerly  drained  to  a cesspool. 

The  sewer  constructed  by  a private  developer  and  carried 
across  the  school  playing  fields  in  Hawley,  with  the  permission  of 
the  County  Council,  made  it  possible  to  provide  main  drainage  to 
most  of  a new  estate  in  course  of  private  development,  thus 
avoiding  the  extensive  construction  of  cesspools,  a proposal  which 
was  causing  concern.  It  will  also  be  possible  to  connect  into 
this  sewer  a number  of  existing  properties  at  present  provided 
with  cesspools. 

The  supervision  of  drainage  work  at  new  buildings  is 
carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  all  new  and 
re-construction  work  at  existing  buildings  by  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector.  New  drains  constructed  are  subjected  to  water 
or  smoke  tests  before  they  are  approved.  A considerable  amoxant 
of  this  work  was  carried  out,  improvements  and  additions  involving 
the  provision  of  bathrooms,  additional  water  closets,  and  better 
kitchen  arrangements  being  extensive.  Much  of  this  work  was 
carried  out  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants. 

The  folloTTing  table  gives  details  of  the  properties  which 
are  not  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system  and  the  type  of 
sanitary  accommodation  provided:-

3 . RIVERS  ABB  STPEAMS. 

The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South  Ward 
discharges  into  the  River  Blackwater,  which  is  a tributary  of  the 
River  Thames;  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  West  Ward 
discharges  into  the  Cove  Brook,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  River 
Blackwater.  These  streams  are  under  the  control  of  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Board  for  the  prevention  of  pollution. 

4.  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  details  included  in  the  drainage  and  sewerage  section 
of  my  report  show  the  number  and  types  of  sanitary  accommodation, 
other  than  fresh  water  closets,  in  use  at  premises  which  are  not 
connected  to  the  Council's  sewers.  Pail  or  chemical  closets  in 
use  at  movable  dwellings  are  not  included  in  this  table. 

With  a.  few  exceptions,  the  pail  closets  are  in  the 
unsewered  part  of  the  West  Ward  and  they  cannot  be  converted  to 
fresh  water  closets  until  main  sewerage  is  available. 

Two  pail  closets  were  demolished  with  the  demolition  of 
unfit  house So 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  emptied  by  the  Coxincil 
twice  weekly  or  on  request. 

5.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  erect  new  public  conveniences 
for  men  and  women  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall,  to  replace  the 
existing  ones  which  were  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory.  It  is 
expected  that  these  will  be  completed  during  1958.  I hope  this 
will  be  followed  by  improvement  of  our  other  public  conveniences, 
and  the  provision  of  additional  ones  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
rapidly  developing  district  as  soon  as  it  is  possible. 

6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 


General . 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  to  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  bouse  and  trade  refuse,  and  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  salvage.

No  materisil  changes  in  oiir  system  of  collection  and 
disposal  were  instituted  during  the  year.  With  modification 
in  parts  of  the  area  it  is  as  follows 

(a^  Dusthin  refuse  collected  once  per  week. 

(h)  General  salvage  collected  once  per  week. 

(c)  Kitchen  Waste  collected  twice  per  week. 

Refuse  Collection. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was 
maintained.  The  dustbins  are  carried  out  to  the  vehicles  and 
returned  to  the  premises  by  the  Council's  workmen. 

We  have  a fleet  of  modem  refuse  collection  vehicles 
which  we  try  to  maintain  in  such  a way  that  they  are  a credit  to 
the  Council. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Controlled  Tipping  and  Land  Reclamation. 

All  refuse  from  the  Urban  District,  including  refuse 
from  military  premises  within  the  Urban  District  and  some  military 
refuse  from  outside,  is  dealt  with  at  the  controlled  tip  situated 
on  War  Department  land  at  Pinehurst,  a convenient  site  situated 
nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  district. 

At  this  site,  low  lying  ground  is  being  reclaimed,  although 
its  eventual  use  has  not  yet  been  decided.  We  are  at  present 
tipping  on  an  area  of  nine  acres,  but  there  is  more  low  lying  land 
adjacent  which  could  be  reclaimed  if  works  were  carried  out  to  the 
watercourses  and  ditches  in  the  area. 

We  are  fortionate  that  we  have  had  land  available  in 
Pamborotagh  which,  by  controlled  tipping,  could  be  changed  from 
useless  to  valuable  land.  Five  sites  have  been  treated  in  this  way 
and  are  now  used  for  agricultural,  industrial  or  recreational  pxirposes. 

The  International  Drott  Tracked  Shovel  purchased  in  1957 
proved  efficient  and  fully  capable  of  dealing  with  all  the  work  which 
has  so  far  been  required  of  it. 

The  amount  of  civil  refuse  bro\ight  to  the  tip  by  oxir  own 
vehicles  showed  8ui  estimated  increase  of  769  “tons.  The  total 
estima'ted  tonnage  disposed  of  amounted  to  14»667  tons.

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Salvage . 

Salvage  continued  to  be  in  demand  by  industry,  although 
there  was  a quota  fixed  by  the  Mills  on  the  amount  of  waste  paper 
which  they  woiold  receive. 

A total  of  1,216  tons  of  salvaged  materials  was 
collected  and  sold  for  the  siim  of  £8,581?  an  all  time  record. 

It  is  equivalent  to  approximately  3 <>12  cwts.  and  an  income  of  22/- 
per  house  or  premises  per  annum. 

Since  the  start  of  the  salvage  organisation  in  1940, 
16,510  tons  of  materials  have  been  sold  for  the  sum  of  £87,019® 

The  Salvage  Stewards  Scheme  continued,  but  it  has  not 
been  extended  to  the  newly  developed  parts  of  the  area. 

The  collection  and  sale  of  salvage  is  summarised  in 

Table  II. 


I think  we  have  reached  the  peak  of  salvage  disposal 
from  the  district,  and  the  present  trend  seems  to  indicate  that 
if  future  demand  from  industry  does  not  decline,  it  will  become 
more  selective. 

Waste  Paper. 

Because  of  the  quota  fixed  by  the  Mills  on  the  amoun-t 
that  we  could  send  to  them,  our  waste  paper  collection  was  below 
the  previous  year  but  still  above  1955*  This  was  because  our 
quota  was  a very  favourable  one,  being  based  on  o\ir  collection 
record. 

Metal  Salvage. 

We  concentrated  on  metal  salvage  which  continued  in 
demand,  and  salvaged  228  tons  as  against  I80  tons  in  the 
previous  year,  although  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  was 
evidence  of  a recession  in  the  iron  and  steel  industry.  We 
were  enabled  to  deal  with  this  greater  quantity  by  the  purchase 
of  a larger  tin  baling  press. 

Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Service. 

A twice  weekly  collection  over  most  of  the  district, 
and  a weekly  collection  on  newer  estates,  continued  during  the 
year. 


We  continued,  to  dispose  of  the  material  at  the 
concentrator  plant  of  Messrs.  National  By-Products,  The  amount 
of  kitchen  waste  collected,  391  tons,  was  a little  more  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

3? 254  household  containers  are  on  issue  to  householders, 
and  78  bins  are  in  use  in  shops.  During  the  year  we  submitted 
a successfvil  tender  for  the  purchase  of  kitchen  waste  buckets 
from  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  We  obtained  I5OO  for  £100,  and 
as  a large  proportion  of  these  were  in  good  condition,  it  was 
a considerable  financial  saving. 


THE  COLLECTION  AND  SALE  OP  SALVAGED  MATERIALS

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Employees. 

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 
Section  of  the  Department  consisted  of  twenty-nine  workpeople, 
comprising  Foreman,  Assistant  Foreman,  one  Driver-Mechanic, 
six  Drivers  and  twenty  men  and  youths. 

Although  the  labour  position  is  more  stable  and  otir 
number  of  staff  did  not  fall  seriously  below  establishment  as 
in  previous  years,  it  is  still  difficult  to  recruit  men 
physically  suitable  for  the  heavy  work  of  emptying  dustbins, 
and  we  still  have  to  employ  men  on  the  lighter  work  of  salvage 
collection  who  are  not  up  to  the  physical  standard  required  to 
lift  and  carry  dustbins. 

Bonus  Schemes  are  operated  for  the  salvage  of  materials 
at  the  controlled  tip  and  for  the  baling  of  paper  when  done 
outside  normal  working  hours. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  loss  of  time  caused  by 
sicKness  during  1957 > three  hundred  and  twenty  nine  days  as 
against  two  hundred  and  twenty  eight  days  in  1956. 

Provision  of  Dustbins. 


The  Health  Committee  gave  considerable  attention  to 
the  question  of  the  ownership  and  maintenance  of  dustbins,  and 
recommended  the  Council  to  adopt  a Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme  to 
provide  bins  of  British  Standards  Specification  type  throughout 
the  district.  Instead  of  such  a scheme,  the  Council  decided 
to  stock  dustbins  of  British  Standards  Specification  for  re-sale 
to  the  public  at  cost  price  in  order  to  encourage  their  use. 

One  hundred  and  eighty  four  informal  notices  requiring 
the  provision  of  a dustbin  were  served,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty 
two  complied  with. 

Trade  Refuse. 

Where  there  is  living  accommodation  in  connection  with 
trade  premises,  one  bin  is  emptied  without  charge  and  no  charge 
is  made  for  the  collection  of  saleable  salvage.  All  other 

trade  refuse  is  charged  at  the  rate  of  6s. 6d.  per  bin  per 
quarter.  Sixty  five  traders  are  paying  for  the  collection  of 
trade  refuse  which  produced  an  income  of  £254* 

Plant  and  Equipment. 

We  have  in  use  two  electrically  operated  paper  baling 
presses,  two  tin  baling  presses,  a paper  sorting  screen  and  an 
elevator  to  load  bales  on  to  lorries.  Trouble  was  experienced 
with  the  older  of  the  paper  baling  presses,  which  we  have  had 
in  use  for  sixteen  years. 

During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  purchase 
of  a continuous  paper  baling  press.  Ho  doubt  this  will  be 
given  further  consideration  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace 
the  older  press. 

The  larger  tin  baling  press,  a second-hand  one, 
purchased  during  the  year  was  installed  at  Pinehxirst  Tip.  Its 
installation  at  this  site  saved  the  transport  of  metal  to  the 
Cove  Works.

Vehicles. 

During  the  year,  a new  fore  and  aft  refuse  tipping 
collection  vehicle,  manufactured  by  Messrs.  Shelvoke  and  Drewry, 
powered  by  a diesel  engine,  was  delivered  and  put  into  operation. 

It  replaced  the  oldest  vehicle  in  our  fleet,  also  of  the  same  make, 
which  had  given  good  service  for  more  than  twenty  three  years. 

The  side  loading  Dennis  vehicle  was  modified  by  removal 
of  its  sliding  covers  to  enable  it  to  be  used  for  salvage  work  and 
general  haxilage.

1 International  Drott  Tracked  Shovel. 

Each  vehicle  is  brought  in  for  regular  cleaning  and 
maintenance.  The  driver  is  responsible  for  his  own  vehicle,  repair 
work  being  carried  out  by  the  departmental  mechanic. 

We  have  now  two  vehicles  operated  by  diesel  engines, 
together  with  the  Drott  Tracked  Shovel.  The  introduction  of  these 
engines  has,  so  far,  proved  very  satisfactory  and  the  fuel  consumption 
has  been  halved.  Economy  has  been  even  more  striking  in  the  case  of 
the  tracked  shovel.  Due  to  the  nature  of  its  work,  it  uses  tax  free 
diesel  fuel,  with  the  result  that  the  cost  for  fuel  is  a little  more 
than  a quarter  of  the  petrol  driven  Angledozer  previously  used,  and 
which  was  fitted  with  an  engine  which  developed  only  half  the  horse 
power  of  the  Drott. 

Garages  and  Workshop. 

As  a result  of  the  vacation  of  Belgrave  House  by  the  Coxmcil, 
it  became  necessary  to  provide  an  alternative  workshop  and  accommodation 
for  the  vehicles  garaged  there.  The  Council  instructed  that  further 
garages  be  erected  at  the  Cove  Works,  where  we  already  garage  three 
vehicles. 


Our  maintenance  workshop  was  moved  to  its  original  home  in 
the  former  Ambulance  Garage  in  Guildford  Road.  This  accommodation 
is  more  satisfactory. 

The  Cost  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

The  Public  Cleansing  and  Costing  Return,  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  has  been  completed  by  your 
Treasurer  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  forwarded  for  the 
financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1958?  and  is  summarised  in  Table  III. 
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This  service y which  includes  the  emptying  of  dustbins 
and  kitchen  waste  bins,  collecting  and  disposing  of  salvage, 
costs  Parnborough  less  than  three  half-pence  per  head  of  the 
population  per  week.

INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Appendix  A on  page  36  gives  the  nxAmber  of  inspections 
carried  out  during  the  year.  Regular  inspection  of  the  area 
is  maintained. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty  eight  complaints  were  received. 

All  were  investigated  and  action  taken  as  required. 

8.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Following  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
the  Council  approved  a Byelaw  requiring  the  installation  in  new 
buildings  of  only  such  appliances  for  heating  or  cooking  as  are 
designed  for  burning  gas,  electricity,  coke  or  anthracite.  This 
is  also  a condition  v/hen  making  Improvement  Grants.  Although  the 
installation  of  appliances  for  burning  coke  or  anthracite  does  not 
mean  that  these  fuels  will  necessarily  be  burnt  in  them,  it  does 
mean  that  they  will  bum  coal  more  efficiently  and  are  able  to  bum 
the  smokeless  fuels  if  desired.  Such  appliances  have  been  installed 
in  most  of  o\ir  post-war  Council  houses. 

The  factory  chimneys  in  the  district  are  kept  under 
observation.  Several  complaints  and  contraventions  were  dealt 
with  by  informal  action. 

Negotiations  continued  with  a view  to  abating  the  smoke 
produced  by  the  bximing,  in  the  open  air,  of  drtrais  containing 
synthetic  bitument  at  the  Pamborough  Drum  Latandry,  but  no 
satisfactory  conclusion  had  been  reached  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Clean  Air  Society. 

9.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  a small  open  air  swimming  pool  and  a paddling  pool 
in  the  district  owned  and  managed  by  the  Council. 

The  swimming  pool  is  provided  with  an  up-to-date  filtration 
and  chlorination  plant,  and  the  water  was  examined  bacterid ogically 
at  intervals  during  the  season. 

The  paddling  pool  is  emptied  and  refilled  frequently  and 
is  chlori?:iated  by  hand  dosing. 

There  is  also  a bathing  pool  at  a private  school  in  the  area. 

10.  RODENT  AND  INSECT  CONTROL. 

One  man  is  employed  for  rodent  control  work,  and  he  also 
carried  out  insect  pest  control  work  in  conjunction  with  other 
members  of  the  Department.

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In  accordance  vn.th.  Ministry  policy,  as  much  time  as 
possible  is  given  to  rodent  survey  work  with  a view  to  covering 
all  the  premises  in  the  district. 

The  Council's  properties,  including  the  sewage  works, 
salvage  works  and  refuse  tips,  were  kept  under  regular  supervision 
and  control. 

No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  at  private 
dwellinghouses.  In  the  case  of  business  premises,  a charge  is 
made  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  the  work. 

?y  arrangement  with  the  proprietors  of  many  of  the 
business  premises,  treatment  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  and 
other  pests  is  carried  out  at  their  premises,  covering  periods 
of  three,  six  or  twelve  months. 

Co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Army  authorities, 
who  are  responsible  for  rodent  control  work  on  War  Department 
property. 


Rechargeable  rodent  and  other  pest  control  work  produced 
an  income  of  £197 • 

The  Council  continued  membership  of  the  North  East 
Hampshire  Rodent  Control  Committee,  which  comprises  seven  local 
authorities  in  North  East  Hampshire.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Pood,  the  Aldershot  Military  district  and  the 
Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  also  send  representatives.  The 
meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  quarterly  in  different  districtso 

(i)  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949 » 

One  formal  notice  was  served  under  this  Act  regarding  a 
heavy  infestation  of  rats  at  a local  farm.  The  infestation  was 
finally  dealt  with  by  the  Department  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 

(ii)  Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers. 

In  May,  the  South  Pamboroxigh  system  showed  a slight 
infestation  and  was  treated  with  Warfarin  to  which  a preservative 
was  added.  A test  carried  out  in  October  showed  the  system  to 
be  clear. 


(iii)  Infestation  of  Rabbits. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
following  upon  the  re-appearance  of  rabbits  in  the  North  Ward. 

The  Council’s  cemetery  and  land  in  the  Empress  Estate  was  treated 
by  the  Department,  but  the  County  Pests  Officer  was  called  in  to 
deal  with  the  infestation  in  the  surroionding  areas  in  private 
ownership . 

(b)  Insect  Pests. 

Work  under  this  heading  was  extensive  and  the  public 
called  on  the  department  to  deal  with  pests  of  all  kinds.  They 
seem  to  become  more  varied  each  year.  This  help  is  given 
wherever  possible,  although  the  destruction  of  many  of  these 
pests  is  not  the  statutory  responsibility  of  the  local  authority 
but  a service  made  available  to  the  public  to  fill  a need. 
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In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice,  two 
hundred  and  nineteen  visits  were  made  to  deal  with  the  following

Supplies  of  insecticide  are  available  from  the  department 
on  repayment,  to  enable  householders  to  carry  out  work  themselves 
when  they  are  able  to  do  so. 


As  far  as  possible,  ponds,  ditches  and  waterco^lrses  in 
the  area  are  kept  under  observation  in  connection  with  mosquito 
control . 


Sixteen  wasps  nests  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of 
householders,  for  which  a charge  is  made. 

(i)  Bedbugs. 

Pour  properties,  totalling  ten  rooms,  were  disinfested 
for  this  pest  during  the  year. 

The  treatment  of  infested  premises  consists  of  spraying 
with  liqixid  insecticide,  incorporating  D.D.T.  or  Benzene  Hexaohloride. 

(ii)  Earwig  Infestation. 

Council  Housing  Estates. 

Earwig  infestation  occurred  on  the  Pox  Lane  Estates. 

Althovigh  not  so  extensive,  it  was  similar  to  the  infestation 
experienced  in  previous  years  on  the  Hawley  Lane  Estates  which  was 
eventually  brought  under  control. 

It  was  decided  to  deal  with  the  problem  by  supplying  an 
insecticide  to  the  tenants  of  the  affected  houses  free  of  charge. 

(iii)  Timber  Boring  Beetles. 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  the  house  longhorn  beetle  have 
been  discovered  or  reported,  although  I understand  this  beetle  is 
still  prevalent  in  adjoining  districts  in  Surrey. 

The  common  furniture  beetle  is,  however,  very  prevalent 
indeed  and  is  tondoubtedly  on  the  increase.  I think  this  is 
general  throughout  the  country  and,  in  my  opinion,  it  will  continue 
to  increase  unless  effective  measures  of  control  are  taken  on  a 
national  basis.  This  will  have  to  include  not  only  treatment  of 
infestation  in  buildings,  but  the  prevention  of  infested  timber 
being  used  in  construction  and  repair  work.  Much  infestation  is 
spread  in  secondhand  furniture. 

11.  DISINFECTION  WORK. 

Sixteen  properties ’were  visited  for  the  disinfection  or 
disinfestation  of  rooms i Material  which  requires  steam  disinfection 

is  taken  to  the  Northfield  Hospital,  Aldershot,  for  treatment  tinder 
arrangements  made  with  the  Pamham  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Pour  consignments  were  dealt  with  in  this  way. 
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12.  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  is  still  a demand  for  residential  caravan  sites 
for  people  employed  in  Parnborough.  No  doubt  this  is  partly 
due  to  the  fact  that  personnel  come  to  the  district  for  short 
terms  of  service  or  work,  and  this  form  of  living  is  more 
convenient  for  their  requirements. 

The  new  caravan  site,  for  78  vans,  in  Hawley  Lane, 
leased  by  the  Council  to  a private  operator,  was  bro\;ight  into 
use.  The  site  is  provided  with  a central  sanitary  and 
ablution  block,  with  baths,  showers  and  laundry  arrangements. 
There  is  also  a secondary  block  of  sanitary  conveniences. 

The  showers  have  proved  popular.  The  necessary  road  works 
were  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Five  caravans  on  individual  sites  were  removed  and 
the  families  moved  into  permanent  dwellings.

In  addition  to  these  licensed  caravans  and  site, 
there  are  three  sites  used  by  people  operating  amusement  fairs, 
and  exempt  from  the  licensing  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  provided  the  caravans  are  used  in  the  course  of  travelling 
for  the  purpose  of  their  business.  These  sites  were  kept 
under  observation. 

13.  INBUSTRIAL  HYGIENE. 

(a)  Factories. 


There  are  one  htindred  and  two  factories  on  the 
register  and  details  of  inspections  and  action  taken  tinder 
the  Factories  Act  are  given  in  Appendices  B and  B. 

Although  the  principal  source  of  employment  is  the 
Royal  Aircraft  Establishment,  other  light  industries  are  being 
introduced  and  a start  was  made  on  the  construction  of  a 
factory  which,  it  is  expected,  will  employ  a large  number  of 
people.

16.  SOCIETY  OF  BRITISH  AIRCRAIT  CONSTRUCTORS. 

FLYING  DISPLAY  AND  EXHIBITION.  1957. 

We  again  carried  out  the  supervision  of  the  catering  and 
public  health  arrangements  during  the  display  of  the  Society  of 
British  Aircraft  Constructors.  Your  inspectors  carried  out  daily 
supervision  of  the  food  preparing  establishments,  refuse  collection 
and  removal,  and  sanitary  arrangements  on  the  airfield. 

It  is  difficult  to  maintain  a satisfactory  standard  of 
catering  hygiene  when  such  a large  number  of  people  have  to  be 
catered  for  under  temporary  conditions.  Standards  of  hygiene 
tend  to  be  placed  second  to  the  provision  of  food.  Each  yeeir 
we  try  to  improve  the  arrangements,  but  so  many  different  caterers 
are  Involved  that  the  task  is  extremely  difficult. 

Regarding  sanitation,  the  Society  Improve  the  arrangements 
each  year,  and  it  is  proposed  to  provide  main  drainage  with  more 
permanent  sanitary  and  toilet  arrangements  for  the  193^  Display. 

I receive  very  good  co-operation  from  the  officers  of  the

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SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

Provision  of  new  houses. 

Notwithstanding  the  building  of  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  houses  during  the  year,  housing  accommodation  is  still  in 
great  demand  and  the  Council  had  a waiting  list  of  493  applicants 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  same  time,  competition  in  house  building  by 
private  enterprise  on  a fairly  large  scale  gave  the  prospective 
house  owner  a much  wider  choice  and  is  making  him  more  selective,

Inspection  and  the  Repair 

of  Houses 

and  the  Rent  Act,  1937 » 

Undoubtedly  the  most  outstanding  and  far-reaching 
happening  in  housing  work  during  the  year  was  the  passing  of  the 
new  Rent  Act,  a controversial  but,  in  my  opinion,  an  inevitable 
meastire . 

The  Act  soon  brought  about  two  desirable  effects 

A speed  up  in  the  repair  of  houses,  and 
The  purchase  of  houses  by  occupiers. 

I have  always  been  of  the  opinion  that  the  pride  of 
possession  that  results  from  home  ownership  is  an  asset  to  the 
entire  community.  The  present  cost  of  house  purchase  does, 
however,  prevent  many  people  from  buying  their  own  houses,  but 
this  Act  has  undoubtedly  encouraged  the  purchase  of  houses  by 
their  existing  tenants. 


The  Act  enables  tenants  to  require  necessary  repairs 
if  rents  are  increased,  and  to  obtain  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
from  the  Local  Authority  where  repairs  are  not  undertaken.

When  an  application  is  received,  the  house  is  inspected 
and  those  works  considered  to  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act 
are  included  on  the  Certificate. 
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During  the  year  one  htindred  and  thirty-six  houses  were 
inspected  and  repaired,  involving  nine  himdred  and  forty-three 
visits  of  inspection. 

Particulars  of  housing  inspections  and  repair  work 
carried  out  are  given  in  Appendices  A and  B. 

Unfit  Housing  Programme . 

Satisfactory  progress  was  maintained  and  we  were  able  to 
keep  ahead  of  ovir  scheduled  programme. 

The  Coiincil  will  recall  that  the  number  of  houses  included 
in  the  programme  was  70  and  it  was  decided  that  these  shovild  be 
dealt  with  in  four  years  in  accordance  with  the  following  timetable

During  the  first  year,  1956,  we  dealt  with  twenty-one  and 
during  the  year  under  review  we  were  able  to  deal  with  thirty. 

The  programme  figure  of  70  is  not  a final  figure  and  houses 
will  be  added  if  found  to  be  in  such  a condition  that  they  should  be 
included.  On  the  other  hand,  all  the  houses  at  present  schediiled 
may  not  be  demolished,  re-conditioning  and  modernisation  may  save 
some  of  these  and  this  is  being  encouraged  where  the  structure  and 
position  of  the  building  renders  it  advisable. 

The  thirty  houses  dealt  with  during  1957  included  the 
Somerset  Place  and  Road  Clearance  Area,  which  the  Council  decided 
to  try  and  purchase  by  negotiation  with  a view  to  developing  the  site, 

Particulars  of  the  houses  and  the  action  taken  are  shown 
in  Table  IV. 

The  re-conditioning  and  modernisation  of  houses  included 
in  the  programme  did  not  meet  with  a great  deal  of  success  for  two 
reasons,  namely :- 

(a)  the  high  cost  of  the  work  involved, 

(b)  builders  and  owners  find  it  more  remunerative  to 
demolish  the  houses  and  to  build  new  ones  on  the 
sites. 

In  particular,  I have  tried  and  I am  still  trying  to  retain 
any  houses  of  a period  type  which  may,  in  some  degree,  help  to 
retain  the  character  of  old  Parnborough  and  Cove.  Pew  of  these 
remain,  the  majority  were  apparently  demolished  between  the  wars 
when  the  face  of  Cove,  in  particular,  must  have  altered  very 
considerably  although  I have  found  it  diffic\ilt  to  find  pictorial 
evidence  to  support  this. 

Two  houses  scheduled  for  demolition.  Nos.  12  and  13 
Chapel  Street,  were  purchased  by  a builder,  re-conditioned  and 
sold,  and  several  others  are  under  consideration. 

At  the  same  time,  a fair  amount  of  modernisation  and  repair 
is  being  carried  out  to  houses  which  would  have  had  to  be  included 
in  the  programme  had  deterioration  been  allowed  to  continue. 


UNFIT  HOUSING  PROGRAMME 
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R.A.E»  Bxmgalows  - Demolition  of« 

Fifty  bxmgalows,  constructed  in  1942  by  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  for  employees  of  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment,  were 
considered  by  the  Ministry  not  to  be  worth  re-conditioning  and 
it  was  decided  to  demolish  them  as  alternative  accommodation  for 
the  occupants  became  available. 

These  houses  are  not  included  in  our  four  year  Unfit 
Housing  Programme. 

Houses  improved  with  the  aid 

of  Improvement  Grants. 

Twenty-one  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
made,  and  five  were  approved,  three  were  withdrawn,  and  thirteen 
were  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

When  an  application  is  received,  the  house  is  inspected 
and  a schediile  of  necessary  repairs  is  prepared  and  a grant  is 
conditional  upon  these  repairs  being  carried  out  in  order  that 
the  house  complies  with  the  standard  required  by  the  Housing 
Acts,  as  well  as  a standard  of  improvement  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Luring  the  year  ending  31st  March  1958,  the  sum  of 
£1,321  was  paid  out  in  respect  of  works  completed. 

The  type  of  improvement  was  similar  in  most  cases, 
consisting  of  the  provision  of  a bathroom,  indoor  sanitary 
accommodation,  a hot  water  system,  electricity,  and  in  two  cases 
more  accommodation  was  provided  by  adding  additional  living  rooms 
and  bedrooms. 

Overcrowding. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  fo\ir  cases  of 
overcrowding  on  the  register.  All  these  cases  had  been  abated 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 


SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  ANL  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOL. 

The  duties  of  the  Lepartment  under  this  heading  include 
the  inspection  for  evidence  of  disease  and  fitness  for  human 
consumption  of  all  animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouses,  the 
examination  as  may  be  necessary  of  all  other  foods  sold  in  the 
district,  and  the  supervision  of  food  premises  and  food  vehicles 
to  ensure  that  food  is  stored,  prepared  and  sold  under  clean  and 
hygienic  conditions.  In  conjunction  with  this  inspection  work, 
samples  of  food  and  milk  and  food  utensils  are  regularly  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  work  is  described  under  its  different  headings. 

(a)  The  Milk  Supply. 

There  is  one  dairy  and  twenty  eight  distributors  of 
milk  on  the  register,  and  the  supervision  of  these  premises 
and  milk  supply  was  maintained. 

All  milk  sold  in  the  Famborough  district  is  designated, 
being  either  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised. 
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There  is  one  dairy  in  which  milk  is  pasteurised  and 
bottled.  This  was  well  maintained  and  samples  to  check  the 
efficiency  of  the  process  were  taken  at  frequent  intervals. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  bottle  washing  plant, 
which  did  not  produce  consistently  satisfactoiy  results.  This 
pasteurising  plant  is  supervised  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council, 
an  arrangement  which  has  worked  satisfactorily.

Eighteen  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Five  did  not  reach  the  recommended  standard. 

Ice  Cream. 

We  have  seventy-two  premises  registered  for  the  sale, 
and  one  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.  In  addition,  ice 
cream  is  sold  at  sixteen  other  premises  not  requiring  registration. 

Ninety-two  visits  for  inspection  and  sampling  were  made. 

Trouble  was  again  experienced  at  the  only  premises  in 
Pamborough  where  ice  cream  is  prepared.  With  a view  to  improve- 
ment, the  manufacturer  changed  over  his  process  from  freezing  a 
pasteurised  mix,  which  he  purchased  from  another  maniifactxirer,  to 
using  a complete  cold  mix.  Constant  attention  by  your  staff, 
and  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  and 
other  parties  concerned,  finally  succeeded  in  effecting  etn 
improvement  in  the  results  of  samples  taken  from  these  premises.

There  are  two  slaxighterhouses  in  use,  one  situated  in 
Peabody  Road  and  the  other  at  Oak  Farm,  Prospect  Road. 

The  improvements  to  the  Peabody  Road  slaughterhouse, 
which  premises  were  closed  in  November  195^,  were  completed  in 
February o The  slaughterhouse  was  then  licenced  and  slaxjghtering 
recommenced  in  March. 

Meat  Inspection. 

A regular  ^stem  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  laid  down  in  Memo  3 (Meat) . 

Four  hxandred  and  eighty  five  visits  were  made  by  the  inspectors 
for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  Three  thousand,  three  hundred 
and  sixty-two  animals  were  killed  and  inspected.  100^  meat 
inspection  was  maintained. 

There  was  a decrease  of  15^  in  the  total  number  of  animals 
killed,  but  the  number  of  cows  was  almost  doubled. 

The  higher  incidence  of  disease  in  cows  resulted  in 
considerably  more  time  being  devoted  to  meat  inspection.  This 
was  reflected  in  the  weight  of  meat  condemned  being  increased  by 

46^.

Incidence  of  Tuberc^ilosis. 

Seven  h\andred  and  eighty-six  cows  were  killed  during  the 
year  and  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that,  inspite  of  the  fact  that 
the  qxiality  of  cows  was  similar  to  previous  years,  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  was  greatly  reduced.  The  Attested  Herd  Scheme 
appears  to  be  having  the  desired  effect.  The  percentage  of 
cows  affected  was  21.25^  compared  with  32.5^  in  195^“ 

Cysticercus  Bovis. 

All  cattle  are  inspected  for  the  presence  of  this 
parasite,  and  Table  IX  gives  details  of  its  incidence  in  the 
Farnboroxjgh  slaughterhouses.  Carcases  so  affected  have  either 
to  be  condemned,  or  subjected  to  refrigeration  for  a period  of 
not  less  than  two  weeks  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  14®F,  or 
not  less  than  three  weeks  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  20®F.

(c)  Pood  Hygiene  and  the  Pood 

Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 q 

As  much  time  as  possible  was  given  to  the  supervision  of 
food  premises,  and  one  thousand  and  sixty-nine  inspections  were 
made.  The  purpose  of  the  Regulations  was  explained  when  possible 
as  it  is  only  by  co-operation  based  on  knowledge  that  any  lasting 
improvement  in  methods  can  be  effected.  Organised  instruction  is 
difficult  to  arrange. 

The  Pood  Hygiene  Guild  remained  in  being,  but  only  one 
meeting  was  held. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the 
public  regarding  foreign  matters  found  in  food.  These  were:- 

1.  A used  cigarette  in  a doughnut. 

2.  A piece  of  metal  in  a boiled  sweet. 

3.  A fly  in  a bottle  of  milk. 

The  Health  Committee  took  a serious  view  of  the  cigarette, 
which  indicated  a flagrant  contravention  of  the  Regulations.  In 
view  of  the  good  record  of  the  firm,  which  was  situated  in  an 
adjoining  district,  together  with  measures  taken  to  prevent  a 
recurrence,  no  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

In  the  other  two  cases,  the  people  responsible  were 
interviewed  and  warned.
